Hello! My name is Erika Carlson and I am the Newman Club President. I am currently a freshman at Black Hills State 
University, majoring in Special Education. I've been attending St. Joseph's parish for 19 years. 


I recently went to Australia for World Youth Day. This two-week pilgrimage was life-changing. Coming back from that 
experience, I wanted nothing more than to stay in the comfort and peace of our Lord Jesus and to share this peace with 
others. I loved sharing my experience with any listening ear and speaking about how the Holy Spirit transformed my life. 
Before I left for Australia I was set to attend Black Hills State University and play basketball for the Lady Yellow Jackets. 
This was a dream come true for me, and I was feeling happy and satisfied with this decision. However, the Lord had 
different plans for me. Little did I know that I would soon be witness to the amazing power of the Holy Spirit. One night in 
particular; during Adoration, I felt as though I must give up playing basketball.

I needed to continue to build my relationship with the Lord in order to combat all the pressures I was going to encounter 
as a young college student. 

Now I am teaching a preschool class for St. Joseph's, and I was able to accept the nomination as President of the 
Newman Club. Most importantly, I have been able to continue my prayer life and spiritual journey.
